IMPORTANCE OF POLITICAL EDUCATION OF TROOPS STRESSED

[Excerpts] Lubango, 13 October 1981l--During our stay in Cunene with the FAPLA 
[People's Armed Forces for the Liberation of Angola] fighters, we considered it our 
duty to meet with the political leadership authorities of the Fifth Political- 
Military Region with whom we had a positive relationship which helped us to understand 
the political situation of the Fifth Region. This was very helpful tous in the trips 
we were able to make to the front battle lines. 


The political leadership, as a matter of fact, is the basic structure of a people's 
army, of an army that is defending the conquests of the revolution, a new army which, 
recently emerging from guerrilla warfare, is about to become a modern army. It is on 
this context that we met with the political leadership authorities of the Fifth 
Political-Military Region. 


Before starting the recorded interview with the deputy political commissioner, Victor 
Enaculo (lst Lieutenant) and Daniel Dala (lst Lieutenant), the Cahama political com- 
missioner, it is necessary to point out that the contribution of the members of the 
political leadership of this political-military region in carrying out the operational 
tasks at this stage of the war, has been quite high, considering that in addition to 
defending the fatherland, threatened by the "“carcamanos" [derogatory epithet] of 
Pretoria, members of the political leadership have been quite concerned with increasing 
even more the political engagement of the fighters for the counteroffensive and on 

the operational ground that of the people's resistance. 


As a matter of fact, all this is a political and organizational situation, present 
only in revolutionary armies such as the FAPLA, while in capitalist countries "politics" 
is taboo for soldiers and officers. 


In these capitalist societies, they are peons trained for killing or being killed, 
according to the political games the ruling class in power decides to play, and for 
which tie army is used. Its ranks, made up of soldiers, noncommissioned officers and 
officers, are not at all engaged or motivated by the wars they have to wage against 
other peoples. 





For this reason, in the capitalist army politics--understood as a method of analysis 
of military and civilian phenomena of society--is forbidden. There is a priest, the 
military chaplain who, in addition to taking letters to the families, cannot do any- 
thing and is not willing to do anything. 


The Angolan army, the FAPLA, is just the opposite of all this, and the national 
political leadership is the result of the implementation of the revolutionary program 
of the MPLA-Labor Party at the level of the people's army. 


As a matter of fact, the creation of the "new man" which is a part of the process of 
construction of socialist society, goes beyond the organization of a new type of army, 

a revolutionary army which politically knows, from top to bottom, the political contents, 
party motivations and political-military goals that the entire body of fighters has 

to attain, and this army must fight to strengthen these triumphs. 





All this explains why the soldiers, sergeants and officers of the FAPLA continue to 
fight the South African invader even when the numbers are in favor of the enemy. 

This also indicates why the FAPLA in Xangongo, Mongua and Ondgiva fought to the edge 
of survival and still continues to fight. All this is a lesson for South Africans and 
for the internal enemies of the revolution, because the FAPLA will never raise the 
white flag, because this army was trained to maintain high the red banner of the rew- 
lution. In conclusion, we can say that the maintenance of the troops in counter- 
offensive for the past 50 days is determined and motivated by the political option 

of the fighters who, guided by the officials of the national political leadership, 
Carry out the mission to defend the Angolan revolution, to defend the MPLA-Labor Party 
and the government of the RPA [People's Republic of Angola]--threatened, as always, 

by imperialism--to defend the native soil invaded by the regular army of the racism 
Pretoria government and to defend the strong trenches of revolution in Africa. 





[Question] In this war situation, what is the action of the political leadership of 
the Fifth Political-Military Region? What are its tasks, what are its duties and 
what were the results already reached? 


[Answer] During the invasion of South African troops against our young People's 
Republic of Angola, mainly in this region, the political leadership of the Fifth 
Region--with its representatives, members of the party and the party youth--strongly 
acted together with all the officers, sergeants and soldiers to make prevail, in the 
tighting masses, the policy of our party and government. This was done to raise, in 
a constant manner, the fighting morale and therefore instill hatred against the 
enemies of the revolution, be they external or internal. 


Within the functional duties of the Fifth Region political leadership, the most worthy 
of attention was the organization of political work aimed at the increase of fighting 
readiness of the troops, the fulfillment of tasks of fighting preparation, operational 
service, military discipline and political and moral study. I want to stress that 
when we speak of moral and political study we are referring to the study of political 
and moral state of our personnel, of their education. All this is within the spirit 
of boundless loyalty to the MPLA-Labor Party, the RPA Government, the spirit of pro- 
letarian internationalism and, in sum, the strict observance of the demands of 
military regulations orders and oaths. 
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I can say that the political leadership of this region has carried out considerable 
propaganda activity and especially political study of the situation of this political- 
military region. On the other hand, continuous contacts have been established with 
the local organizations of the party and government in order to actively participate 
in all the activities they carry out and also contribute to the solution of social 
problems of the entire population of the region, logically within our material possi- 
bilities. I can say that the political leadership of the Fifth Region has made every 
effort to implement the organization of political work of officers, sergeants and 
soldiers. Thus, we can consider as positive the part of the educational work carried 
out among the troops before and during the invasion. In spite of some difficulties 
that persist in the application of all the functional duties of the political 
leadership due to specific conditions of the region, I want to stress that political 
and fighting morale of the troops is very good. 


[Question] How many members and candidates are there at the present time in the party 
Organization here, in the Fifth Region? 


[Answer] According to the count made in our region, in the stage we are now, in the 
period of reorganization of the units which actively participated in the battles 
against the enemy. I can say that we have 131 party members and 41 candidates, 
Organized in 61 cells, and 1,664 members of party youth, organized in 154 groups and 
16 committees, up to the company level. 


[Question] Deputy Commissioner, we would like for you to talk of the party structures 
within the units and especially of the role they play in those units, which at the 
present time are engaged in battles against the racist army of South Africa. 


[Answer] The basic structures of our party operate according to the provisions of the 
statutes of MPLA-Labor Party, although with some characteristics proper of the military 
Situation, due to some practical principles. 


However, nevertheless they operate with the purpose of raising the fighting and 
political ability of our troops, instilling patriotic spirit in them and informing 
them of all the guidelines of our party, of the Commander of Chief Comrade President 
Jose Eduardo dos Santos, the instructions coming from the Ministry of Defense and the 
National Political Leadership for the Education of Troops, thus enabling them to 
actively participate in the fight against the enemies of the Angolan revolution. 


[Question] Now that we are living in a war situation, with all its negative aspects, 
in what way does this political leadership make its presence felt at the front? 


[Answer] Immediately after the invasion of the racists, considered to be one of the 
largest invasions of our country, the political leadership, in line with instructions 
from high authority and those of the commander of this region, distributed part of 
its personnel, among them officers, in various units, especially in Cahama. 


These, together with political workers who were already there, carried out a specific 
task for heightening the fighting preparation, instilling in our troops the spirit of 
attack against the invading racists. I can say that the participation of the 
officials of this political leadership, and that of various units, was a good and 
effective participation. We verified that in various units the work carried out, 
especially in this war situation, was positive.

CONSTRUCTION AGREEMENT WITH CUBA--A cooperation agreement envisaging increased relations 
between the Angolan Ministry of Construction and the Cuban Construction Enterprise in 
Angola (ECCA) was s_gned in Luanda Saturday. The agreement, signed by Manuel Mangueira, 
the Angolan minister of construction, and Levi Farah, Cuban minister without portfolio 
who supervises foreign construction, also envisages the preparation of plans of 
projects for the next year, to be carried out by the Cuban firm. The agreement also 
envisages an increase of Cuban cooperation in 1982, with special attention to the 
sectors of cement, construction of industrial projects and equipment maintenance. 

There are also plans for the establishment of a joint Angolan-Cuban enterprise for 
paving and earthworks, as well as greater Cuban assistance to the provincial building 
enterprise.

AUSTERITY MEASURES--Bangui, November 2--Central African Republic head of state 
General Andre Kolingba announced here Sunday that his Government would take 
drastic austerity measures to pull the country out of economic "catastrophe" 
and its humiliating dependence on foreign aid. Civil service wages would be 
frozen all next year and top priority would be given in the private sector to 
creating new jobs, he said in a nationwide broadcast two months to the day 
before coming to power. Other measures are expected to be announced in the 
next few weeks. General Kolingba said the nation's gross domestic product 

had fallen by five per cent every year for the past four years and it was 
expected to fall by even more next year. Already-high unemployment had 

risen 20 per cent since 1979. More than a third of the budget was financed 

by foreign aid, a situation which he said "seriously harms our dignity and 
compromises national independence" as well as any attempt to revive the economy. 
The Government intended to restore confidence and there would be no attempt 


to nationalise companies, he said.

GOUKOUNI SAID TO REMAIN PRISONER OF LIBYANS

/Text/ On the evening of Wednesday, 28 October, a new development occurred in the 
Chadian crisis, in circumstances that are still not clearly explained, increasing 
the tension between Paris and Tripoli. Movements by Libyan troops, or troops 
supporting Libya, were noted in Ndjamena, where it had been believed at one point 
that President Goukouni Oueddei was in difficu!ties. However, this Thursday 
morning the capital was once again calm. Major Jallud, second in command in Libya, 
indirectly confirmed the existence of a development in the crisis, by suddenly, 
after meeting with the head of state twice, accusing France of "interference in 
Chadian affairs" for having wanted to "impose" on Chad an inter-African peace 
force. Paris had, these last few days, begun to supply logistical aid to 

Goukouni Queddei's government. 


Can one speak of a "legal" show of force by Colonel Qadhdhafi inorder to tiwart 4 
French initiative which had the advantage of relying on OAU resolutions? ‘ne can 
ask the question, especially since President Goukouni Queddei, particularly 

Since his reception at the Palais de 1‘Elysee in September, had given the impression 
of standing aloof from Tripoli. Apparently, two tete-a-tetes in Ndjamena with the 
Chadian president were sufficient for Major Jallud to dissipate the very grave 
differences between Tripoli and the Chadian chief of state. 


At this stage of the test of strength, a “reconciliation” between Libya and 
Goukouni Oueddei would be even less surprising, since Goukouni Oueddei does not 
even control the majority_of the factions of a noncohesive GUNT {Transitional 
National Union Government/, while Tripoli has several thousand soldiers at its 
disposal over a large part of the Chadian territory. Paris' “logistical support"-- 
especially since it is only a question of 25 tons of light weapons and ammunition-- 
is even less able to reestablish any kind of equilibrium since the new member's-- 
the people's armed forces of Goukouni Queddei--are aroups of youths, often 
undisciplined. 


In short, Goukouni Oueddei could not resist in the event the Libyans decided-- 

which they apparently have done--to force upon him the solution of their choice. ’ 
In these circumstances, the French initiatives could have no object other than to 

force Colonel Qadhahfi to yield to the pressures of the OAU for intervention by an 
inter-African force. 








Tripoli is henceforth not content with accusing Paris of "“interference'in domestic 
Chadian affairs" but is also accusing of the same "crime" Khartoum, which is 
offering hospitality to Hissene Habre's rebels. This was the tone of the message 
Sent on Wednesday by Colonel Qadhdhafi toArap Moi, acting president of the OAU. 


One might wonder if Colonel Qadhdhafi,who shoulda succeed the Kenyan president next 
year as the head of the pan-African organization, is not taking a serious risk in 
accusing, almost openly, the OAU of being a party to what it considers a French 
maneuver. In doing this, he is no doubt counting on the inconsistency shown by 
the OAU in the past. The Libyan leader knows, moreover, that French military 
intervention seems to be out of the question. Finally, perhaps he has deemed that 
by acting quickly he would present France's African partners, who are meeting in 
Paris next week, with a fait accompli. 


Mr Mitterrand, since his accession to the presidency, has not spared any efforts to 
help Chad to exist. He has even taken certain risks, obviously counting on 
winning a good number of African nations to his cause, with the hope that Colonel 
Qadhahfi would be progressively forced to withdraw his troops from Chad. But did 
he have the means to do this? As usual, the Libyan leader has chosen the law of 
the strongest, even if he has to listen to the vehement protests of several 

African capitals. 


President Goukouni Oueddei has remained in effect the "prisoner" of the Libyans 
who, after all, in other circumstances, could probably put up with having a few 
platoons of Senegalese and Nigerians, sponsored by the OAU, settle on the banks o7 
the Chari, by way of guaranteeing the presence of their troops throughout the rest 
of Chad.

CALM REPORTEDLY RESTORED TO NDJAMENA 
Paris LE MONDE in French 30 Oct 81 p 6 
/Article: "Calm Appears Restored to Ndjamena"/ 


/Text/ In a speech broadcast by Chadian national radio on the morning of 

29 October, Major Jallud, the Libyan “number two", called Paris' decision to 
"impose" an inter-African "peace maintenance" force on Chad an “interference in 
Chadian domestic affairs". Major Jallud, who spoke on Tuesday and Wednesday with 
President Goukouni Oueddei, added: "We are in Chad through the wishes of the 
Chadian government. The day it tells us to leave, we will depart." 


The special correspondent of AFP reported that there was complete calm in 

Ndjamena on Thursday morning. President Goukouni Oueddei was to meet there 

during the day with the weekly council cf GUNT /Transitional National Union Govern- 
ment/ ministers. There was no sign of any Libyan military presence in the 
Chadian capital. 


The Chadian conflict, brought back to the center of the news last week with an 
appeal by Mr Mitterrand for an "emergency" inter-African force and the beginning 
of "logistical support" for Goukoun’ Oueddei, was on Wednesday the subject of 
somewhat confused reports which tended to lend support to the thesis according to 
which the Libyans were supposed to h 2 enlisted their local allies, in particular 
Acyl Ahmat, the Chadian minister 0% oreign affairs, who returned to Ndjamena in 
Major Jallud's plane, against Presiaent Goukouni Oueddei, who was reported to have 
disappeared, wrongly, it seems. 


We learned, in effect, during the day, that a column of armed supporters of Acyl] 
Ahmat that had arrived from Mongo, in the center of Chad, and which was supported 
by Libyan armored vehicles, had reached Ndjamena, where the Libyan military 
presence was in fact strengthened. Also on Wednesday, the French Ministry of 
Defense stated that the commander of the French contingent stationed at Bouar 
(Central African Republic), not far from the Chadian border, had, on its own 
authority, placed its troops in a state of alert "as a preventive measure." 


Finally, several witnesses noted the serious tensions in the Chadian capital, 
particularly between the Libyan soldiers on the one hand and, on the other, the 
armed supporters of President Goukouni Oueddei as well as those of Vice President 
Kamougue, generally considered to be the head of the “southern" faction. 


AFP reported this Thursday morning that the people of Ndjamena were going about 
their business normally and that the guard at Goukouni Oueddei's residence had 
not been reinforced. This news agrees with that broadcast the day before by the 


Libyan press agency Jana, which denied the "alleged deterioration ot the situation 
in Chad."

GOUKOUNI REPORTEDLY CONVINCED LIBYAN TROOPS WILL WITHDRAW

/Article: “Goukouni Queddei Reaffirms That Libyan Troops Will Withdraw From 
Chad Before Year End"/ 


/Excerpts/ Upon his arrival in Paris in the late afternoon of Monday, 2 November, 
Goukouni Oueddei reiterated his conviction that the Libyan forces will leave 

Chad before the end of the year. "Colonel Qadhdbafi has given his word on this 
subject," stated the president of the GUNT /Transitional National Union Government/. 
He refused to comment on the remarks made tnat very morning in Ndjamena by his 
minister of foreign affairs, Acyl! Ahmat, who stated that he was “against the 
departure of Libyan soldiers," as he thought "the conditions for this departure 
have not been met, since Chad has not obtained, on its side, the necessary 
guarantees to assure the maintenance of safety throughout the land.. 


Finally, the Association of Friends of Chad* came out, in a communique, against 

“a method of informing which does not have information as its only goal," following 
the unfounded rumors of a coup d'etat in Chad which were circulating in Paris 

last week. The Friends of Chad think it “important” that light be shed on this 
Subject.

MAIN LINES OF THREE NEW BILLS BEFORE NATIONAL ASSEMBLY 
Djibouti LA NATION DE DJIBOUTI in French 22 Oct 81 pp 1, 14 


[Text] Following the special Cabinet meeting held the evening before and at the 
request of the president of the republic, the National Assembly met in a special 
session on Monday, 19 October, to pass three bills that will have important reper- 
cussions on the country's social and political future because they provide a very 
precise definition of national political activity for the coming months: on the 
one hand, by spelling out the method of electing deputies to the National Assembly, 
to be done at the latest by the beginning of July 1982, as well as the conditions 
for granting Djiboutian nationality, and on the other hand, by instituting a "gen- 
eral mobilization of all citizens, both men and women," for the task of building 
the nation. 


In our coming issues, we shall go into detail about these new laws, whose texts 
are too long to be published in their entirety in this edition, but we can already 
give their main lines and principal points. | 


Generai Mobilization 


"Preventing the political effort of the fight against underdevelopment to be 
rendered sterile by useless controversies." 


The above phrase, taken from the justifications for the bill on the general mobil- 
ization, seems to us to clearly give the meaning of the law which could be trans- 
lated into everyday language as “enough talk; let's get to work and discuss it 
later." In fact, while the salient feature of this law is the (provisional) ban 
on political parties, one should nevertheless emphasize the spirit revealed in the 
last sentence of the exposition of motives: 


"The government of the republic hopes that with the passage of this law, it will 
have created a veritable boost of the national energy and that a true process of 
self-development will begin, through the unity of all sons of our nation." 


Let there be no mistake about it: This desire is not a mere statement of intention 
and the reading of the first three articles (especially the third) of the bill 


proves it: 


Article 1. The National Assembly hereby resolves the national mobilization of all 
citizens, men and women, in order to promote the economic and social transformation 
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of the nation, the strengthening of its sovereignty and unity and the democratic 
construction of its institutions. 


Article 2. A program will be set up to develop jobs, a reliable food supply, 
literacy training and economic independence, within the framework of international 
and regional cooperation and respect for the neutrality of the republic, as well 
as the traditions of the national community. 


Article 3. All powers are hereby conferred on the government for the implementation 
of the national mobilization. 


In particular, it will be able to order the requisition of persons and their assign- 
ment to tasks and jobs in any place appointed for them. 


It will therefore be noted that through this law passed by the National Assembly, 
the government endows itself with the material means to involve the entire popula- 
tion in the task of national construction. 


As for democratic debate, it is in no way banned, as stipulated by this law, which 
states that "no one may be prosecuted or harassed because of his opinions.” Free- 
dom of association as well as freedom of opinion is respected, but in order that 

no one might "engage in propaganda contrary to national unity, sovereignty and the 
neutrality of the Republic of Djibouti," the organization of this democratic debate 
is entrusted to the People's Rally for Progress (RPP), which is no longer a politi- 
cal party, but "an institutional place in which the necessary democratic debate 
takes place, while ensuring the peaceful mobilization of all the people in order to 
overcome poverty and underdevelopment." 


The role of the RPP is defined in Article 4: 


"It ensures within itself a democratic debate between the different social, cul- | 
tural, economic and regional groups of the national community, as well as their 
fair representation, free expression and the right to make proposals." 


Code on Djiboutian Nationality 


"Preventing too great of an influx of immigrants, which could destabilize (the) 
country or safeguard the interests (of the) nationals." 


The presentation of the reasons for the proposed "code on Djiboutian nationality" 
unambiguously classifies our country, with its “over 10 percent immigrants," among 
those which..."in order to prevent too great of an influx of immigrants," are 
forced to apply “restrictive measures." 


The Republic of Djibouti, "considered by immigrants as a haven of peace and pros- 
perity" (even if this prosperity is completely relative), is, in fact, threatened 
by an invasion that could lead the country to anarchy. As the country's authori- 
ties have declared repeatedly before international organizations (see the speech 
by Minister of Interior Idriss Farah Abaneh to the committee of the HCR [High 
Commission on Refugees]), our own country is sufficiently concerned with its own 
problems and cannot take on the tens of thousands of people who are not only 
poverty-stricken, but who are unproductive most of the time and without education 
or professional training. Granting them Djiboutian nationality would be to commit 
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the country's responsibility to them and agree to take on a task that is quite 
obviously beyond us, one that belongs to the international community. 


Whence the need for this law that defines the possibilities of acquiring Djiboutian 
nationality, without failing, naturally, to recognize the status of those who have 
it, either through birth or because of their situation before or at the time of 
independence (inhabitants of neighboring countries, soldiers in the national army, 
and so on). 


The law is not intended to be a door that will be systematically closed in the faces 
of all foreigners, because in addition to the rights granted to married persons or 
children, it foresees the possibility of granting Djiboutian nationality to "indi- 
viduals who, by virtue of their ability or talent, have rendered or can render impor- 
tant services to the Republic of Djibouti." 


Election of Deputies 
"Avoiding any risk of confrontations between ethnic groups making up the republic." 


No one will be astonished at the appearance of this law, which was to organize the 
coming legislative elections, since the end of the current deputies’ term is ap- 
proaching. It is more instructive to go into detail about this law, which "nain- 
tains the special nature of the single electoral district for the entire territory 
of the republic." In fact, if the ways of electing the members of the National 
Assembly do not change, this new law provides us with an opportunity to understand 
the reasons for the methods, particularly the reason for the "single electoral dis- 
trict." The presentation of reasons in the bill explains the need to "prevent 

the creation of any election stronghold based on ethnic groups." 


It is here that one must emphasize the importance of the role that has fallen to 
the People's Rally for Progress (it will be surprising to see the bill use the 
expression "political party," bannished by the law on the general mobilization). 
The presentation of reasons stipulates the electoral mission of the RPP: "...so 
that there may be no confrontation harmful to the very life of our young republic, 
only the People's Rally for Progress will present a complete list of candidates, 
after consulting all appendices. 


"The natives of different districts, naturally, but elected out of a single list 
and in a single district, appointed by the same political movement, the deputies 
will therefore be able to work together in the country's general interest. Each 
one must realize that he represents much more and much better than a fraction of 
the people, but the nation as a whole." 


On a purely practical level, it will be noted that "the Assembly is made up of 
65 members elected by direct universal suffrage for 5 years" (Article 1), and 
that "except in the case of dissolution, general elections take place within the 
60 days following the expiration of powers....") (Article 2), which means that 
since the current deputies were elected on 8 May 1977, elections must take place 
before 8 July 1982. Article 8 stipulates that "the order to summon the voters 
must come at least 40 days before the day of the elections" and we must therefore 
remember the date of thé next legislative elections before the end of the month 
of May.

"AFP" CORRESPONDENT DESCRIBES SITUATION IN ERITREA

[Text] Asmara, Northern Ethiopia, 12 Nov (AFP)--Africa's longest guerrilla war is 
still going on after 20 years, in the view of the rebels fighting to win independence 
for Ethiopia's Province of Eritrea. 


But for the Ethiopian authorities the fighting is virtually over. 


“The big problem right now is not fighting the rebels, because there are only a few 
rockets of resistance, and this will continue for some time, but reconstruction and 
rehabilitation," according to Major Dawit Wolde-Giorgis, the leading government 
official in Eritrea. 


However, local security measures are still strict, and in Asmara itself all public 
buildings are heavily guarded, especially the villas hidden among Bougainvillea 
trees where the Soviet advisers live. 


Two months ago the 7:00 PM curfew, which had been in effect for seven years, was 
changed to 11:00 PM, and the Port of Mitsiwa, Ethiopia's second maritime outlet 
after Aseb, is active late into the night. 


Local markets are also busy, and no notable military activity serves as a reminder 
that fierce tighting took place not so long ago around Nafka, in the mountainous 
desert north of Asmara. 


Nafka was the "last battle," according to a leader of the popular front for the 
liberation of Eritrea (PFLE), which claimed to have killed or wounded 500 Ethiopian 
troops there at the beginning of October. 


But at the hospital of nearby Keren the military wing is almost empty, and one doctor 
said the two field-surgery units supplied by East Germany had been virtually unused 
for 2 years. 


Major Dawit insisted the area had been "liberated" by Ethiopia, and though there might 
be a concentration of guerrillas in one part they had no strength in Nafka. 
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The major, who left the army 13 years ago, represents the commission to organise 
the party of the working people of Ethiopia (COPWE). He thought that in time the 
rebels would give up their struggle, and asserted, "they are trying to exterminate 
each other." 


According to authorities, 1,000 rebels surrendered in October, most of them members 
of the Eritrean Liberation Front (ELF), which is more conservative and Muslim than 
the PFLE. 


Government and diplomatic sources say the two movements have spent most of the year 
fighting each other, and many ELF members fled to Sudan, where they were disarmed. 


The rebels are winning over no further recruits and the secessionist movement is 
"a dying force" in Major Dawit's opinion. 


But he admits that there are "small bands of guerrillas moving around, specially in 
the rural areas, planting mines and bombs, destroying schools and bridges." 


Traffic still only moves in convoys on Eritrean roads and the security measures give 
the impression that authorities still fear terrorist acts. But most military activ- 
ity is now in the south, in the Tigray and Wello regions astride the Addis Ababa- 
Asmara Road. 


Last month the Ethiopian 2lst division was moved into this area to deal with a re- 
surgence of activity by rebels of the Tigray Liberation Front, and the administrator 
of the Province of Yeju, in Welo, was killed along with several members of his staff. 





Special units trained in mountain warfare were sent to back up the local garrison. 


But in Eritrea the fighting has given way to a massive propaganda campaign which is 
now apparently beginning to bear fruit, "the conflict cannot be militarily solved. 
We are working on building the confidence of the people," said COPWE's specialist 
in ideology Girmai Ghebreyesus. 


A radio station started broadcasting in Tigrigna, the Eritrean language, last Sunday 
and will publicise widely the government's amnesty proposals. However Mr Girmai 
stressed there was no question of a referendum or special privileges for Eritrea. 


The recent strengthening of ties between Addis Ababa and Khartoum has also borne 
fruit. Khartoum has taken "a very firm position" and Sudan "is no longer a base 
area," Major Dawit asserted, adding, "we cannot blame the Sudanese if guerrillas are 
going in and out." 


Ethiopia's weak point is not having enough jobs to attract Eritrean refugees back 
from Sudan, Major Dawit said. 'We need millions and millions of dollars," he added 
in an appeal for rapid assistance from "friendly" countries from both East and West, 
including the United States. 


In Asmara itself, Ethiopia's second city, industries are operating, and last year one 
of the largest textile factories--once Italian owned but now nationalised--started 
exporting tee-shirts to West Germany. But at Keren, war damage is still plainly 
visible and the suburbs of Massawa look as if they were hit by an earthquake, more 
than three years after a PFLE siege of the port was lifted.

"AFP' CORRESPONDENT TALKS WITH FORMER ERITREAN REBELS

[Text] Asmara, 12 Nov (AFP)--About 4,000 Eritrean guerrillas laid down their arms 
in the 12 months to September, according to Ethiopian officials in this region, and 


about 1,000 more gave themselves up in October. 


Last month some 2,000 former nationalist fighters were released from detention after 
varying periods of political re-education. 


Girmai Ghebreyesus, the man in charge of ideological matters in Eritrea, said that 
the former guerrillas were "joining increasingly, not only because of our propaganda 
but because they hear the word from their villages and they trust their relatives." 


In theory the Ertireans spend three months in a "shelter" and then go home to their 
villages. 


Three weeks ago Romana Ibrahim, 19, arrived in the women's shelter in Asmara after 
fighting for four years in the 52d battalion of the Eritrean Liberation Front (ELF). 
For the past year she had been fighting not only the Ethiopian army but the rival 
Eritrean Peoples Liberation Front (EPLF). 

She said that the "elf is so weak it is almost not existing." 


It must be pointed out that virtually all the guerrillas interviewed--through an 
interpreter--belonged to the elf, and almost all of them said the same thing. 


There were 35 women in Romana's 350-strong group. 


She marched for 3 days to get to Tesseney, 300 kms (180 miles) west of here near the 
Sudanese border, where she handed in her Kalashnikov. 


Hidaat Berkhe, who seems a lot younger then her 19 years, also spent four years with 
the elf, as a nurse. Three months ago she took refuge in Sudan after a clash with 
the EPLF, and says that her brigade was disarmed by the Sudanese. 


According to Hidaat she was fighting for socialism in the first place, and after 
that for an independent Eritrea. But then, she says, she discovered that the 
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Ethiopian revolution was also fighting for socialism. She declined to reply when 
asked whether she wanted a referendum, or regional autonomy for Eritrea, but perhaps 
she did not understand the question. 


None of the former guerrillas we met had completed more than primary education. 


While the girls live in town in a modestly furnished house, the larger group of men 
are camped in old warehouses in the Asmara suburbs where security is strict--for their 
own safety, our guide said. 


But some of them were outside the compound, talking to members of their family. 
Many of them still wore the camouflage dress they had in the bush, and they all 
sleep on mats. At the moment there are 318 of them, but we were told there had 
been as many as 800. 


One of the newest arrivals was Berhane Negasi, a 33-year-old villager who said he 
had been forced to join the elf. He was the oldest in the group. 


"From the Sahel (to the North of Asmara) up to the border of Sudan it was fighting 
all year round," he said. On and off his unit clashed with the EPLF. 


During his last encounter with the EPLF, in July, he was wounded in the stomach-- 
he had previously been wounded by the Ethiopians--and was treated in the Sudanese 
frontier village of Kasdsale. 


He is married and has two children whom he has not seen for 4 years. He wants to go 
home and join the militia being set up by the Ethiopians, known as the revolutionary 


guards in Asmara and elsewhere as the peoples’ army. 


Ghebre Tensae Haile, 23, would prefer to join the army. He is one of the rare 
former members of the EPLF in the camp, where he has been for six months now. 


He wants to fight, he says. When asked if he had friends on the other side the 
replied: "Many died, others went to Sudan. I hope the others will change sides. 
If they are against my principles they cannot be my friends." 


All those we spoke to said that they had been mistaken. But none of them seemed to 
have deep motivations.

It had its most 
forceful expression last week at a fund 
raising ceremony in Kikuyu at which 20 
MPs, including four cabinet ministers, 
condemned what they termed anti- 
government elements and warned that 
attempts to disturb the peace would be 
“crushed”. As is usual at public 
meetings of this nature, no names were 
named, so it is not clear exactly who 
the elements that will be crushed are, 
but a general guide to the probable 
cause of the meeting's indignation was 
the condemnation of authors of the 


‘seditious, clandestine, leaflet which was 


distributed in some parts of Nairobi a 
few weeks attacking the government 
and in particular the rninister for

Charles Njonjo. (See WK October 9). 
One of the ministers at the meeting, Mr. 
Stanley Oloitipitip, defended Njonjo 
against his detractors who, he said, were 
jealous of Njonjo’s enormous 
contribution to Kikuyu constituency 
and to the country as a whole in the 
short time in which he has been an MP. 

The campaign against dissidents was 
not confined to Kikuyu politics. At the 
harambee meeting were guests from all 
over the country. There was Mr. Joseph 
Kamotho, minister for higher education 
and MP for Kangema in Murang'a 
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District; there was Mr. Elijah 
Mwangale, minister for tourism and 


—— — 


MP for Bungoma East; there was Mr. 
Juma Boy, secretary-general of Cotu 
and MP for K-vale Central; the chief 
whip, Mr. Said Hemed, and leaders 
from many districts outside Central 
Province. It is most likely that the 
number of MPs and non-parliamentary 
leaders who will join in the anti- 
dissident campaign, which for the time 
being seems to have as one of its aims 
the defence of Njonjo against his 
detractors, will swell in numbers, ahd it 
is quite probable that the momentum of 
the campaign could have far reaching 
-implications for both parliamentary 
and Kanu party politics. 

Most campaigns of this nature have 
in the past served many purposes. Not 
all leaders agree on who is a dissident 
and who is not. Traditionally, national 
campaigns against dissidents in Kenya 
have been reflected in political tugs of 
war at the constituency or local.council 
levels which are usually at their most 
acrimonious during election campaign 
periods. As far as the government is 
concerned, dissidents are those who 
have been critical of government policy, 
but for individual political leaders, 
dissidents may simply be those who 
threaten their respective parliamentary 
or local government elective posts.

"DAILY OBSERVER' BANNED--Monrovia, November 4--The Military Government of Liberia 
today suppressed the independent newspaper DAILY OBSERVER for the second time 

in a year for what it called "not working in the interests of our revolution 

and country." The move follows a report today by the newspaper about a group 

of exiles from Guinea in Liberia and elsewhere, in which the exiles called for 
immediate abolition of the one-party state in Guinea, Liberia's northern 
neighbour. Liberian Head of State Samuel K. Doe told the paper's proprietor, 
Kenneth Best, that he was closing down the OBSERVER until it produced the man 
who had been identified as spokesman for the group. The OBSERVER report quoted 
teacher and journalist Sheik Mohamed Kone, who spoke of 200 members of "Concerned 
Citizens of Guinea in Exile." Mr. Doe said in a letter to the OBSERVER's 

owner that after "repeated warnings to be responsible in dealing with issues 

in your paper, you have failed to take my advice." He added that "in view of 

the Guinea-Liberia relationship, to which I attach great importance, your paper 
will remain closed until such time I deem necessary to remove the ban." The 
DAILY OBSERVER was closed temporarily in July after it published a statement 

from students in support of a national student leader who had been declared 
banned.

put have an impact on production; personnel changes, sudden switches in 
work methods.... 


"All these acts of sabotage," affirms the 6th FISEMA Congress, "prove that 
the imperialists are aiming at thedestruction of the Malagasy economy, the 
foundation for success of the revolution."

OIL PRODUCTION FIGURES--Lagos, 6 Nov (AFP)--Nigeria produced 1.25 million barrels of 
oil a day in the month of October, it was learned Friday from reliable sources in 
Laos. This production, which is still quite insufficient in comparison with pro- 
duction estimates for this year, however, marks a very clear resumption of sales 
following the price cuts granted by Nigeria to its customers ($36 per barrel payable 
in 120 days or $34.5 per barrel payable in 30 days), and the decisions reached at 
the last OPEC summit. The lowest production volume was last August with 708,000 
barrels a day. A slight upward trend started in the month of September, with pro- 
duction at 1.064 million barrels a day. There might be a return to the normal 
production level for Nigeria (approximately 2 million darrels a day) at the begin- 
ning of 1982, say informed sources. Nigeria's domestic consumption is about 250,000 
barrels a day.

New Sign of Change

[Text] On Saturday evening, a new sign of change appeared on FR3: For che first 
time in 23 years, the secretary general of the PCR [Reunionese Communist Party] was 
interviewed in that capacity on a televig -d news program. With respect to the head 
of the island's leading political party, it should be admitted that this is a land- 
mark. Moreover, Paul Verges did not fail to point this out, 


During the interview with Sulliman Banian, which could be called historic, Verges 
essentially developed the same themes as on "Meet the Press" on radio Thursday: the 
importance of the first social measures taken by the leftist government and other 
early signs of change, PCR proposals for decentralization, the need for the broadest 
possible union of leftist forces to get Reunion on the path to development, and so on. 


All viewers were struck by the calmness and optimism exhibited by Verges before 
the camera. | 


The assurance of future victories for the left could be read on his lips as well 
as in his clear and determined remarks. 


[13 Oct 81 p 3] 


[Text] The following are excerpts taken from the end of Sulliman Banian's interview 
with Paul Verges on television Saturday evening: 


[Question] Tu conclude, Mr Verges, and to get back to the leftist structures in 
Reunion, I was just saying that the Socialist Federation meets in a congress tomor- 
row in Tampon. Are you in the Reunionese Communist Party ready to support a joint 
program with the Socialist Party? 


[Answer] We asked that immediately after 10 May and have repeated it. We say that 
the political platform is clear. It is fought by the right. It was ratified by a 
majority of the voters. It is Point 58 of candidate Mitterrand in his run for the 
presidency. 


Now that he has been elected, he has to apply these 101 proposals and among the 101 
is Proposal 58. It is extremely clear. 
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That is the political platform and I believe that our socialist comrades cannot 
fail to agree with us in seeing that the point is carried out. 


Insofar as, in the concern of everyone, development is involved, the discussion can 
only have to do with the methods of development, the speed of development, ways of 
development, but the economic platform has been found. Moving toward the country's 
development, not toward an extension of assistance, with the economic imbalances 
that we have in the country, with a declining production and a growing service sec- 
tor. 


I will give you an example: The two countries in the world which have the most 
developed tertiary sector are Sweden and California. Reunion exceeds both of them 
in the percentage of its gross national product. We exceed 80 percent, while 
Sweden and California are behind us. It is a situation that is totally upside 
down and that we must right. 


Concerning this economic platform, one can discuss methods, but the underlying 
agreement exists. 


This economic platform and this political platform that exists objectively are, in 
my opinion, the two poles on which we can base a very broad union of the left that 
will bring along other persons, that will involve, not only organizations as such: 
the Socialist Federation, the Communist Party, the leftist radicals, but persons 
who are waiting and who do not want to belong to the Communist Party or the Social- 
ist Party, but who want to play their part in the development of Reunion. 


We are only at the beginning of major political changes in Reunion. We shall 
know them in 1982 or 1983 and I am convinced that these changes will be as decisive 
as those that came about in the French National Assembly in June. 


[Question] Mr Verges, your analysis still leads me to ask a related question, if 
I may call it that: It is perhaps a "sea serpent" that keeps coming back: What 
about the watchword "autonomy"? Is it still used in the PCR? 


[Answer] A watchword always corresponds to a political:situation. The right has 
never wanted to hear us. The right has always excommunicated us. Facing it, 

we had to prepare an overall plan that we called "autonomy." That right was 
beaten in May and June, but above all, it was beaten for 7 years and we believe in 
our analysis that the left is in power for more than 7 years and without a doubt 
for 15 or 20 years. 


Consequently, the entire strategy of a party is brought into question. We no longer 
have before us an intransigent government that wants to hear nothing. We have a 
government open to dialog, one that is ready to discuss, which respects the dif- 
ference, which respects the cultural identity of the peoples of the overseas 
departments and territories and says to us: Let us build together for 7 or 15 
years, a new society of freedom, dignity, democracy. Let us develop Reunion. 


From that time on, that responds to our most profound aspirations, those for which 
we have fought for over 30 years. . 
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Henceforth, we are not going to let ourselves be taken in by words, a question of 
semantics. We shall let our adversaries play with words, particularly when they 
are getting old. 


[Question] You have no wild schemes? 


[Answer] None. I have my feet on the ground and it is with our feet on the ground 
that we say that we are moving toward success and victory if our socialist comrades 
decide tomorrow, decide here, to have that union that already exists in mainland 
France, in the Antilles or elsewhere. 


Change for Development 
Saint Denis TEMOIGNAGES in French 13 Oct 81 p 3 


[Text] The Reunionese Communist Party has always said that it refused to manage 
alone the establishment of a new Reunion on the path of development. We have always 
said that such an undertaking requires the aid of all the forces of progress that 
want to turn the page of the colonial regime in our country, rehabilitate the 
Reunionese economy and create conditions for development in all fields. 


That has been a constant in our party's line since its founding. We have tirelessly 
issued appeals for such a union. 


In particular, as early as 10 May, immediately after the ‘rictory of the left, the 
PCR laid out the path to follow in order to arrive at rea’. change in Reunion: the 
union of all forces of the left on the bases of the proposials of the new president 
of the republic for the overseas departments. 


In several major meetings, particularly in Riviere Saint-Louis, Paul Verges has 
developed these themes on behalf of the PCR. That was also the case in the tele- 
vised debate on decentralization or on "Meet the Press" with Verges on the radio 
Thursday. 


In short, one would never finish citing the constant appeals for the unity of the 
people's forces issued by the PCR for years and in the most recent period. 


Positive Elements 


Within such a context, it goes without saying that the two motions adopted Sunday 

in Tampon by the congress of the Socialist Federation on decentralization and on 

the rallying of the people's forces contain positive elements. We have already out- 
lined the essential ones yesterday, particularly when the congress stated: 


1 -— In Reunion, "decentralization must be preceded by the election of a single 
assembly (...) by universal suffrage and with proportional voting from a list (that 
must have) political means for development." 


2 -— "The implementation of proposed development for Reunion implies the support 
of the largest number (...). It is therefore fitting to create the conditions 

encouraging unity of action for the accomplishment of major economic, social and 
cultural objectives. The local federation of the Socialist Party states that it 
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will seek this unity within the Reunionese left and progressive circles. The 
congress gives a mandate to the Executive Committee to engage in discussions with 
the representatives of other leftist organizations and forces of progress so as to 
find conditions making it possible to arrive, based on specific projects from 

the parties in question, at a real development program and study the best strategy 
for the emergency of a broad majority capable of carrying it out." 


Everyone observes that these remarks are along the same line as the positions 
developed by the PCR and particularly Paul Verges in the televised debate on de- 
centralization. There is consequently a valid basis for a coming together, dis- 
cussion and a search for unity among the leftist forces, unity that should be 
extended and developed at the level of officials or others far beyond the leftist 
parties, the PCR and the PS. 


Concerning the third motion passed by the socialist congress on the splitting of 
communes, districts, and so on, discussion and concertation between Reunionese 
are necessary in order to find better solutions with respect to the priority aim 
of development. 


Criticism 


Having said that much, we cannot fail to refute a certain number of criticisms 
(always the same) made by certain socialists with respect to the basic orientations 
of the PCR and its strategy. We believe that it would be negative to continue 
along this path and that we must have an end to the accusations from the right. 


A leftist party has better things to do than to engage in controversies and condem- 
nations aimed at another leftist party. Facing a right that feels beaten and says 
it is ready to do anything to defend its privileges, the left must show a spirit of 
responsibility. 


It is not a matter of confusing people, but on the contrary, of doing everything 
to rally those who want development and social progress. More than ever, this 
watchword is essential: "No adversaries on the ieft!" 


Dangerous Games 


One must say that the right seems to be rather disconcerted by the evolution of 
the political situation, at least if one is to judge by its initial reactions. 
It is swimming in absurdity. 


Yves Barau says anything: "A departmental assembly elected by proportional repre- 
sentation would (...) outside the legislative norm (...). The single assembly would 
soon mean a single party -- that is, totalitarian power." 


Manifestly, Barau has understood nothing about the coming regional reform. In 
fact, it feels quite simply that his seat is at stake and he is afraid for his 


daily bread. 
As for the RPR [Rally for the Republic] bureau, it has published a bulletin that 


is just as wide of the mark. It wants to frighten public opinion with regional 
reform and the totally logical proposals of the left. He makes an amalgam of the 
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different parties. The PS, a major party, holds its congress, makes its decisions 
in a sovereign manner, and the RPR immediately gets out its old anticommunist argu- 
ments. But that will no longer work. hi 


Public opinion knows what class interests and what privileges the politicians of 
the right are defending by waving the flag of anticommunism. It knows that all 
these privileges and posts were acquired by dozens of years of fraud. That is why 
those people have been discredited in its eyes, 


In panic, the leaders of the right practice real terrorism, making the most far- 
fetched accusations of the left: a “foreign party," they say! 


All of that is ridiculous, outrageous. 


But these leaders of the RPR should state what they mean by "all the means" which 
they want to use in order to try to prevent the unavoidable. 


Proposal 58 of candidate Francois Mitterrand, now president of the republic, and 
the proposals of the leftist parties in Reunion are perfectly legal: A democratic 
debate must be initiated in order to discuss them. The Reunion region will become 
a new territorial collective of the republic, in keeping with the constitution. 
Then why all these cries of alarm and threats from our patented integrationists? 


What game are they playing? 


A warning to those who would go to extremes: Certain games are dangerous and can 
have very serious consequences for their authors. 


Concept of Leftist Union

[Editorial] 


[Text] As we wrote yesterday, one cannot fail to refute a certain number of state- 
ments made by the socialist leaders and militants. They are unjustified, even mali- 
cious criticisms, accusations aimed at the PCR. 


These allusions and positions stem from a desire for controversy which, for our 
part, we have always deplored. It is not fitting at a time when the union of 
the leftist and progressive forces seems to be shaping up in Reunion. 


We wish to clarify things, calmly and with a desire for understanding, aware that 
we are thereby facilitating the emergence of the necessary rallying. 


When a speaker at the Tampon congress looks to the election of Paul Verges to the 

National Assembly on the pretext that he would then be "muzzled about his demands 

for independence" (JIR, Monday, 12 October, p 5), we said that such assertions are 
not acceptable. It isa worn-out accusation, the very type of anathema thrown out 

by a right incapable of arguing. 
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We also think that all sincere socialists -- that is, all those who want above all 
to beat the right in Reunion in order to go after change, amidst unity -- must 
hope for the election of the leftist candidate, assuming the setting aside of 
results in tiie second district. For obvious reasons, that success would solidify 
change in our country even further. 


Nor must we fail to react to statements using comparisons tending to give a "domin- 
ating" image of our party. A party having finally met its match in no way corres- 
ponds to the real situation. : 


The PCR has never posed the problem of the union in these terms. It is not a matter 
knowing who is going to win to the detriment of the other, but of knowing how to 
fight the right in Reunion together. Tomorrow, it is the entire left that will 
grow stronger, the PCR and the Socialist Party as well. That is the best we can 
hope for. 


As for aphorisms of the "giant and Tom Thumb" type, let us leave them to the right- 
ist press, which uses that vocabulary to hide its desire to prevent the union in 
order to prevent change. 


Likewise, evoking "the PCR and its sateliite organizations" is an old foil of the 
right. : 


Using such language to speak of democratic organizations allies with the Communist 
Party only sows confusion. Moreover, it is an attitude that can be used tomorrow 
against any organization allied with the PCR, including the Socialist Federation. 


All these discordant notes can only hurt the quality of the union of the forces 


of progress. That is why we must bring them out, in a spirit of serenity and 
confidence in the future of the left in Reunion.

PCR STATEMENT ON AUTONOMY MOVES URGES ACCELERATION

/ Text _7 The Central Committee of the Reunionese Communist Party, meeting on 
Sunday, 4 October 1981, examined in particular the evolution of the situa- 
tion in Reunion, and rea*firmed the positions expressed in its two communi- 
ques published on the days following 10 May and 21 June last. 


The PCR / Reunionese Communist Party 7 indeed considers that the burdensome 
effects of several decades of rightist policies in Reuniom have not yet 
stopped weighing down upon sconomic, social, and political life (price in- 
creases, rising unemploymer ., inequities, injustices...). 


Moreover, the PCR considers that the situation has been aggravated by the 
fact that the Right in Reuii ion is still in power. 


On the political level, the Right is in power in the General Council, the 
Regional Council, and the great majority of the municipalities, by methods 
that have given Reunionese elections a lasting reputation in public opinion 
in France and in our own region. 


On the economic level, the Right is in power through certain important persons 
in the COLIER / expansion unknown 7, the SYPMER / expansion unknown 7, and 
the Chamber of Commerce and Industry, who have no hesitation in making, for 
obvious political reasons, economic decisions (ill-considered price increases) 





likely to jeopardize certain production sectors and especially to shake public 


confidence in the new government... 


These same important persons appeared with shameless ostentation at the recent 


political discussion held by Debre and which fits in with the RPR / Rally for 
the Republic 7's plan for starting on a "reconquest of power." 


Positive Measures 
The PCR considers that for the present the main chnages have not yet taken 


place in Reunion. They are being prepared for within the framework of the 
development of decentralization measures for the DOM / Overseas Departments/. 


It is appropriate, however, as of now, to appreciate the immediate and 
future beneficial effects of the measures that the government has already 
taken. 


Among these measures, we refer to the two-stage 50 percent increases in fan- 
ily allowances and housing allowances, 20 percent increases in the pensions 
or retirement pay of tiie elderly and of handicapped adults, and 1 percent 
increase in many other benefits. We add the decision to raise old age 
pensions from 1,700 to 2,000 francs on 1 January. 


All these measures have brought and will bring into tens of thousands of’ 
Reunionese homes billions of supplementary old francs that will enable them 
to meet the inevitable price increases (international circumstances) in cer- 
tain products, as well as those arising out of the maneuvers indulged in by 
officials in certain economic sectors after 10 May. 


We must also mention as positive the first measure toward liberalization 
of FR 3 and the establishment of joint efforts on the 
part of the government. 


Two significant and encouraging examples can be cited in this connection. They 
are on the one hand the settlement of the sugar eane planters’ dispute at the 
start of the sugar program, and on the other, government proposals for air 
travel fares with a view to helping, as a priority, the most disadvantaged: 
Reunionese migrant workers abroad. 


Decentralization Proposals 


However, the economic, social, and cultural situation in Reunion, left behind 
by the Right, is such that important changes are becoming imperative and ur- 
gent. 


This involves: 


1; rapid extension of decentralization to the DOM in general and to Reunion 
in particular. 


In this connection, the PCR recalls its! positions expressed on 1 May and on 
22 June; 


a: agreement with point 58 of the 101 proposals by Francois Mitterrand, 
approved on 10 May by presidential majority: "For the peoples in overseas 
French territories who are calling for real change, the beginning of an era - 
of concertaion and dialogue starting with recognition of their identity and — 
their right to realize their aspirations. Among other things, in overseas 
departments, institution of a departmental council, proportionately elected 
and responsible for local eventa in each department with compulgory consul- 
tation before any international agreement affecting the region of the world 
where they happen to be. The law brought in by the socialist parliamentary 
group will be submitted to the parliament at the next session of the legis- 
lature. 
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bs: It follows from this that only a single assembly, elected by uni- 
versal suffrage, proportionately and with the powers provided for by law, 
can make it possible to open the way toward the objectives of economic deve- 
lopment and social and cultural progress. 


c; Concerning the election of the single assembly, the PCR proposes 
that it be elected no later than March 1982, instead of the cantonal elec- 
tions planned for that time, or at the latest in July 1982, allowing time 
to correct the electoral lists. 


The Reunionese Communist Party notes with satisfaction the fact that the 
modalities of decentralization for the DOM will be discussed at the next 
Ministerial Council meeting on 7 October. 


Even though it hopes for broad discussion in this matter, the PCR feels 
bound to say that from its own point of view and that of a very large body 

of public opinion, the present local assemblies (General Council and Region- 
al Council) are disqualified from giving an opinion on decentralization, since 
their representativity is so questionable, on the one hand because of unfair 
apportionment of the cantons, and on the other because of the long-standing 
fraudulence that falsified the balloting in-the majority of the cantons. 


2: Change also implies that, after the record of decades of rightist power 
in Reunion has been established, economic and social measures be taken to 
allow real development of the country, moving in the direction of a reduction 
in the imbalances in the activity sector and lessening of the social‘and in- 
come inequalities. 


3: The hoped-for and expected change requires the broadest possible rallying 
of all Reunionese men and women who care about the country's future. 


Such a rallying is possible and the PCR hopes for it with all its might. It 
must occur, of course, among the organized forces of the Left (PCR, PS / Soci- 
alist Party /Federation and MRG / expansion unknown 7 Federation, especially) 
trends of thought and notables. 


In addition discussion must be started among political forces on the one 
hand and the organizations or personalities responsible for the economic, 
social, and cultural world on the other. 


The Central Committee of the Reunionese Communist Party promises to do every- 
thing possible to create the best conditions for this great rallying of the 
Reunionese for the preparation of an overall plan for the country's develop- 
ment. - 


Immediate Measures 
Meanwhile, and in the immeciate future, it is both necessary and possible to 


strengthen public confidence in the new government by taking some urgent meas- 
ures that affect the majority of the population. 
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These measures should affect 


1: Prices, by following up on the action undertaken by the Prefecture to 
check the increases recorded over the past few months 


2; The sugar program, through the reorganization of interprofessional rela- 
tions as well as price setting methods and the distribution of aid, particu- 
larly since there is less abundance this year compared to last year 


3: Agriculture, by a reduction of planters' social insurance contributions 


4; Housing, by giving absolute priority to public housing, within the frame- 
work of a construction revival 


5: The FASO / expansion unknown 7 by extending solidarity to the working 
population as a whole (government services and independent workers). The 
large increase in funds would make it possible to organize a real public 
service, democratically run, of school food services 


6: Employment, by increasing funding, democratically administered, for work 
sites under development. The increase could be obtained on the one hand from 
state funding and on the other from solidarity measures to be found among the 
people of Reunion,

[Text] And finally, Banjul--the epilogue of a dream and the accomplishment 
of a destiny inscribed in fate. This is how at times, and without impatience, 
history seems through a tragedy to give us what we had already looked for 
without success. Our aspirations are now achieved. 


The significance of President Abdou Diouf's visit to Gambia is thus evident. 

Who cannot guess it? Never has a traveler been so expected; also, never has 

a trip been so imminently political or has so influenced our future well-being. 
Without Senegal, there is no Gambia; and Senegal has no choice but to recognize 
Gambia's existence. Both countries have a common history, belong to the same 
ethnic group, possess the same civilization and share the same land. Only 
colonialism made them artificial neighbors. The constant review of the evidence 
only reinforces the truth. 


Also, more important than the obligations imposed on countries bound by agree- 
ments, the Senegalese felt individually and collectively called upon by family 
solidarity to help during Gambia's moments of difficulty. It is this feeling 
that explains more than any other President Abdou Diouf's presence among the 
people of Gambia--a symbol born of a popular and political desire for unity 
and for union.

As a matter of 
fact, which omen is more favorable than the period marking the birth of the 
Senegambia? The achievement of such an outstanding result seemingly without 
effort reveals to us the complicity of history which is not within the reach of 
some people.

ANTI-PDS MEASURES--Dakar, November 6--Three members of Senegal's opposition 
Democratic Party (PDS) were formally given one-month jail sentences here 
Thursday for "rebellion and violence" against the police. The three, arrested 
after a dispute with police who came to pick one of them up in connection 

with a probe into subversive activities, were freed immediately, since they 
had been detained already for 50 days without trial. Six other PDS members, 
including parliamentary Deputy Doudou Camara, who have been charged with 
subversion, are still in prison. They were jailed after Amadou Fall, a former 
bodyguard of PDS leader Abdoulaye Wade, claimed they had been to Libya for 
training in sabotage methods and that Libyan arms and ammunition had been 
smuggled into Senegal. The party has denied the charges and said the PDS 
members went to Libya to be trained as bodyguards to protect Mr. Wade and 
other party leaders.

Former Finance Deputy Minister Jafari Mfaume becomes the Revolutionary Council's 
Secretary-General, replacing Mohamed Faki, who takes over the Ministry of 
Planning for Ussi Hamisi. 


Previously-unknown Mohamed Ramia becomes Finance Minister, while Abdalla 
Saidi Mughery succeeds Mr. Mfaume as Deputy Finance Minister in the Treasury. 


Aboud Jumbe, who is also Vice-President in the combined Government of Zanzibar 
and mainland Tanzania, complained that some leaders were putting personal 
interests before those of the people, the reports said.

Mr. Jumbe said his Government was spending millions of dollars on imports to

MAFIA ISLAND OIL DRILLING--Dar-es-Salaam, November 4--Tanzania, assisted by

Sylvester Barongo, 
General Manager of the Tanzania Petroleum Development Corporation, said the 
Mafia island drilling was originally planned to start last August but was 

delayed because of "logistic complexities," the Government-owned DAILY NEWS 
reported.

10 million U.S. dollars, Tanzania, which has been seeking oil in many parts 

of the country since independence 20 years ago, spends about half its foreign 
exchange earnings on oil imports.
